Dulles’ Blunder 


N some respects it is oa pity 
that the Forelgn Office has 
not issued a full reply to 
the more contontious parta 
of Mr Dulles’ interview with 
the American magazine, 
Life. It is understandable 
at a time when the Prime 
Minister, Sir Anthony Eden 
fa on the ove of holding 
important talks with Prosl- 
dent Eisenhower that it 
doca not wish to fog the 
atmosphore with what could 
be interpreted o8 an 
“Anglo - American rift", 
This may be the decont 
way out for Whitehall but 
in principle it is wrong that 
newspapers should be left 
to tell the world that Bri- 
tain was not in any way 
associated with Mr Dulles’ 
“massive retaliation’ and 
“brink of war" policies, 

Extensive quotations from 
official documents 
statements would add luast- 
ing conviction to the Bri- 
tish denial. It would also 
Indicate disapproval, which 
Ia necessary, Sir Winston 
Churchill could well make 
some statement since ho— 
—and not Sir Anthony Eden 
—waa Premier at the time. 
ParUcularly Britain's at- 
titude to the Dienbienphu 
crisis needs offictal 
emphasis, 

S the New York Times says, 

the Life article appears to 
be at variance evon with 
the official American at- 
titude at the time of the 
algning of the Geneva 
armistice. Now tho Indo- 
China agreement ia describ- 
ed as a “major save for the 
free world" and “the out- 
come of a policy of bold- 
ness” by the United States. 
But at the time, American 
authoritles gave it to be 
understood that Mr Dulles 
regarded the armistice on a 
“bad bargain” and America 
refused to sign it. 

It would not be unfair for the 
Foreign Office to underline 
this apparent contradiction 
to justify the British 
position which wan 
motivated purely by the 
desire to end a long and 
bitter conflict by peaceful 
nego. intion. Abstinence 
from, ruther than prepara- 
tion for Western joint action 
ensured the success of the 
armistice talks and this 
should be clear to any 
observer of postwar inter- 
national offairs. 

It ia suggested that Mr Dulles’ 
statements were designed to 
give the Republican Party 
a pre-election fillip by 
allowing the American 
public to infer that their's 
was the policy that had kept 
the peace of the world

Eisenhower administration. 
The offect, however, has 
been to provoke widespread 
criticism, and among mem- 
bors of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee (now, 
admittedly, | Democrat-con- 
trolled) charges of “distor- 
tion of history’.

Spring Nuclear 
Tests Criticised 
In Washington 


Washington, Jan. 15. 


The politically 


independent and 


widely-quoted Washington Post took a 
critical view today of the announcement 


that a new series of 


US nuclear weapons 


tests will be held this spring in the Pacific. 
“Fears about the cumulative effects of radio- 


activity from such tests 
dispelled,” the Post said 


“The Indians and others have 
long preposed a ban on new 
tests, and recently the Russian 
joaders volced willingness to 
enter into an agreement on this 
point’ The effect of tho blunt 
American refusal, along with 
the anncuncement of new test 
plans, is to make it look as If 
the United States 1s flouting 
atom power,” 

The paper cxpressed con- 
fidence that this is not the Ad- 
ministration's intention. It 
noted tho official explanation 
that the main -purpose of the 
new tests will be to obtain {n- 
formation for defence ai 
nuclear attack.

One of the most regrettable public controver- 
sies in recent years is that between a country 
magistrate and the State Attorney-General Mr 


Sheahan. 


The clash began in Adelong Court on Novem- 


ber 25 when the 


Magistrate, Mr Finlay, was to 


have heard a negligent driving charge. He was 
told that the Attorney-General had called for the 


papers in the case. 


Mr Finlay is reported to 
have “expressed his contempt 
for this kind of action". Mr 
Sheahan then accused the
